CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 24.—Fight- 
ing has occurred at several places in the 
city today. A dozen or more persons have 
been wounded and many arrests have 
been made, Great public excitement fol- 
lowed the killing of Nazim Pasha, the 
former War Minister and commander 
of the Turkish army, who was shot 
during public demonstrations here last 
night. 

The -new Turkish Cabinet has decided 
to recall the Ottoman peace delegates 
from London, and the Government is 
said to have requested its ambassadors 
at Vienna and St. Petersburg to return 
to the capital. 

Enver Bey, the most spirited leader of 
the Young Turks, was today appointed 
Whief of the general staff of the Turk- 
ish army. He has taken a prominent 
part in the-overthrow of Kaimil Pasha’s 
cabinet and is the populer hero of the 
hour.

" Cabinet Takes the Oath. 

After the burial the members of the 
Cabinet went to the palace and took 
the oath of allegiance to the Sultan. 
Subsequently the retiring Foreign Min- 
ister, Noradunghian Pasha, was called 
to a meeting of the Cabinet council 
to explain the foreign situation. 

The Sultan went to the mosque at 
noon to attend the usual selamlik, at 
which Mahmoud Shefket Pasha and 
Enver Bey also were present.

ROW AT SOLDAN 
WHEN GIRLS IGNORE 
SIMPLE GOWN RULE 


Thirty-Six of 48 Graduates Defy 
Principal and Are Scolded 
Severély. 


Thirty-six of the 48 girls in the mid- 
winter graduation class at.Soldan High 
School disapproved of the “simple 
gown” rule laid down by Principal John’ 
R. Powell, and showed their defiance 
by wearing silks, satins or short-sleeved 
evening dresses to the daylight com- 
‘mencement exercises Thursday. 

Just for that, they came near being 
barred from the stage. Miss Edna Kis- 
Singer, domestic science {nstructor, who 
joned with the principal 15 weeks ago 
in issuing the “‘simple gown” order, 
was in favor of excluding them. 
Powell decided, for the sake of the 
audience and of the 12 girls who had 
obeyed the order to let the rebellious 
36 take their scheduled parts on the 
program, but he first gave them a lec- 
ture in his office which caused some of 
the girls to show red eyes and traces 
of tears when they filed on the plat- 
form. : 

The other part of-the “simple com- 
mencement” program laid down by Prin- 
cipal Powell was rigidly carried out. 
This was the rule that each girl should 
spend not more than $1.50 for her grad- 
uating bouquet, and should not receive 
any gifts of flowers. 

A wholesale arrangement was made 
by which the girls’ bouquets cost only 
9 cents each. When florists’ wagons 
arrived at the school building with bou- 
quets from friends, the drivers were 
told to take the flowers to the young 
women’s homes, &s they would. not be 
accepted at the school. 


“The girls had ample advance notice,”’’ 
said Powell to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday, ‘“‘that simple white gowns, not 
cut. low or in evening dress style, should 
be worn. The gowns which most of 
them wore were inappropriate for day- 
time affairs} beside being in violation of 
the rule laid down, and I told the girls 
so. I do not think the rule will be 
ignored by the girls of any future clags.”’ 
Incidentally, there were 39 boys in the 
class. .

UP IN COMMONS: 
DEBATE IS BITTER 


Harcourt Assails Colleagues as 
Critical Stage in 45-Year 
Struggle Comes. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Jan. 24.—The critical stage 


was reached this afternoon in the 45 
years’ struggle to obtain votes for wom- 
en, a struggle which was started in 
the House of Commons by John Stuart 


Mill in 1867,. ‘ 


Alfred Lyttleton, iienediatety after 
“question time,” moved the amendment 
to eliminate the word “male” from the 
franchise reform bill. The mover’s ar- 
guments were along familiar lines. He 
urged the trend of recent legislation was 
to call women into the counsels of the 
mation. Already, he said, women had 
been called to assist in numerous de- 
partments. 

Lewis Harcourt, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, who has not forgotten the 
atternpt made some months ago by the 
‘suffragettes to burn down his ancestral 
home at Nuneham Park, made a bitter 
assault on woman’s suffrage and on 
his colleagues in the Cabinet, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey and David Lloyd- -George. 

“The adoption of methods of viojgnce,’’ 
he urged, “‘is an indication of the type 
of mental balance we may @xpect from 
women if they get the vote.” : 

Harcourt maintained that if 
women were to be enfranchised the 
policy of adult suffrage would be 
the only one consistent with political 
honesty and public justice. 

“Why does the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer desire to exclude 4,000,000 
working women?” he asked. “Surely 
not because they are mainly servants. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer does 
not fear to take their pence for in- 
surance. Does he fear to take their 
opinion?” 

Lord Hugh Cecil said of the Speech 
by Harcourt.: 

“His antipathy to the Grey amend.- 
ment suggested that he has been re- 
cently spanked or has never got Over 
the indignity of being born of 
woman.” 

Lord Hugh characterized Har- 
court’s, speech as the most damaging 
he ever heard against the present 
government. 





GILL SCRATCHED — 
ON 3o0 BALLOTS: 
Q OTHER PUT ON 


Contestant’s Lawyers Believe 
Tickets Thus Were Altered 
While Count Went On. 





FAMILIAR WITH GILL CASE 


Democrat Overruled in Stand 
That Whole Ballot Should 
Be Photographed. 


How Michael J. Gill’s name was 
scratched on 350,.Fifth Ward Democratic 
hallots, without the name of any other 
nominee for Congress being written in is 
a question which Gill’s lawyers will lay 
before a Congressional Committee and 
the St. Louis grand jury. This devel- 
oped Friday in the Gill-Dyer Twelfth 
District congressional contest. 

The belief of Gill’s lawyers is that 
the scratches were made after the bal- 
lots were cast, and possibly while they 
were being counted, and that the 
scratching was done with a small piece 


of lead held between the fingers of one 
of those making the count, or attached 
to a ring. In each case, the lawyers 
say, a single short, sharp scratch was 
made, indicating haste, and in some 
places the line felleabove or below Gill’s 
name, instead of passing through it. 

Under such circumstances there would 
be no time to write in the name of any 
other candidate. 

The 350 ballots scratched in thig man- 
ner, Gill’s lawyers say, were found in 
the boxes from the Second, Fourth 
(Courthouse), Seventh, Ninth and Elev- 
enth precincts of the Fifth Ward. 

With the other irregularities charged 
by Gill's lawyers, these 350 ballots would, 
if awarded to Gill, much more than 
overcome the plurality of 732 by which,, 
on the original returns, L. C. Dyer, 
Republican, was elected. 

Gill charges that the Kinney-Egan, 
Democratic faction in the Fifth Ward 
“knifed’’ him at the last election ‘be- 
cause of the charge that he had voted 
against the late Thomas E. Kinney..4er) 
Congress in 1910. His lawyers say they 
‘wilf ‘show that nearly 40 straight Dem- 
ocratic ballots were not counted for GijL. 
The recount increased his vote in the 
Second Precinct from 5 to 75. 

Another method of “leaving nothing 
to chance’ was indicated in the testi- 
mony given Thursday by T. E. Vaughn, 
« Progressive party worker, who said 
he saw an election judge, in the court- 
house precinct, scratch the names of 
Gill and Joseph F. Dickmann, ‘nominee 
for Sheriff, on eight ballots, write in 
the names of Dyer and Henry Kiel and 
hand the ballots, thus marked, to vot- 
ers. 

The photographing of ballots, to be 
shown to the Congressional Investigat- 
ing Committee, will begin Saturday. Un- 
der a ruling made by the two Repub- 
lican members of the Election Board, 
only the congressional part of the tick- 
ct can be photographed, the rest being 
hidden from the camera by cardboard. 

Wanted Whole Ballot Shown. 

R. Perry Spencer, secretary of the 
board, demanded that the photographing 
of the entire ballot be permitted. Hye 
said that on some of the ballots Dyer’s 
name was written in one handwriting, 
and the name of some candidate for an- 
cther office, such as Circuit Judge, was 
in an entirely different hand. To show 
this, it would be necessary to photo- 
graph the whole ballot. In the absence 
of his. Democratic colleague, Joseph W. 
Jamison, Spencer was overruled by the 
Republicans. 

Spencer declared he would give Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harvey all the assistance 
ne could in convicting the men guilty 
of frauds in the Fifth Ward.

“ANOTHER WOMAN” 
CAUSE OF 2 WILLS 
SAYS MRS, BOYNTON 


Declares Husband Made First 
One in’ Anger When She Found 
Letters From a Widow. 


THREATENS TO USE NOTES 


Will Offer Them in Evidence, 
She Says, if Necessary, in De- 
fense of Bequest. 


Mrs. Cora B. Boynton of 44 Kingsbury 
place, widow of Charles D. Boynton, 
wealthy lumberman, to whom he left 
a fortune, estimated at upwards of $400,- 
000, in a will which is being contested, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday 4 
strange story of the reasons why Boyn-

Mrs. Boynton. says she will testify in 
the Probate Court that the first will was 





made in anger because she had remon- 
strated with him for his attentions to 
cther women, particularly to a certain 
widow whose name and address she 
gave. Mrs. Boynton says she has let- 
ters written by the widow to 
Boynton which reveal relations 
between her and Boynton and de- 
clares she will offer these letters in evi- 
dence if the widow, as Mrs. Boynton 
anticipates, is put on the stand by the 
contestants of the will to testify that 
Boynton and his wife were estranged. 
Contestants Not Mentioned, 

The contestants, Elmer E. Boynton, a 
brother, and Mrs. Mary Boynton Town- 
send, a sister, both of Sycamore, Ill., 
were not mentioned in the first will, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Boynton. 

Mrs. Boynton revealed for the first 
time the contents of the first will and 
the fact that, although the later will 
cancelled it, compromise settlements 
were arranged with those who would 
have been the beneficiaries under the 
first one. There was a niece of 
‘Boynton at Sycamore, Ill., a church 
at the same place,. and: the man- 
ager of the mills of the Boyn- 
ton Land and Iamber Co., at Boyn- 
\ton, but to whom Boynton left in the 
first will, the bulk of his estate. 


milli manager was prompted, Mrs. Boyn- 
ton says, by gratitude for aid that 
had been-rendered by the manager in 
straightening out a number of personal 
affairs. 

“The first will was drawn about two 
years ago,” said Mrs. Boynton. ‘I had 
found in his desk letters that had 
been written to him: by the widow. I 
confronted him with them and remon- 
strated with him for his. conduct. It 
angered him and he made the first will 
while in that mood. ' 

“In that will he gave $6000 to a niete, 
daughter of Mrs. Townsend, at Syca- 
more, and $5000 to a church at Syca- 
more, thege bequests not to be paid un- 
til after my death. He left all his per- 
sonal property, stocks and bonds, to me 
All the rest of the estate was given to 
the manager of his mills at Boynton, 
Ark. 

“Then when he was taken down with 
his fatal illness, a change of sentiment 
came over him. I wrote the second will 
at his request. I asked him if he real- 
ized that it would cancel the other. He 
said he realized that and that it was 
his intention to cancel the first will. He 
regretted, he said, that he had written 
it. He realized, he said, that he was 
wrong and that I was all right, and he 
wanted everything to go to me. 

Were Not Estranged. 

“Tt is not true, as his brother and 
sister say, that we had been estranged 
for several years. We lived as man and 
wife all the time.

prejudice their future action, they de- 
clare. 

The delegates consider that the re- 
fumption of the war in the course of 
next week is almost inevitable, even if 
the Powers should agree on active in- 
tervention. 

There are, however, two currents of 
opinion among the representatives of 
the Balkan League. 
favor of asking Sir Edward Grey, as 
honorary president of the Peace Confer- 
ence, immediately to convoke a session 
of the delegates at which the .resump- 
tion of hostilities will be declared. The 
other urges that the powers should first 
be allowed to deal with Turkey. 

The European governments are al- 
ready in communication with regard to 
the situation. The view here is that the 
reply of Turkey to the note of the pow- 
ers must be awaited before any dras- 
tic action can be started. 

A dispatch from Constantinople to the 
Times tells how Kaimil Pasha was 
forced out, as follows: 

**Talaat Bey called on the Grand Vizier 
and urged him to resign. Kiamil Pasha 
refused to answer him and the cabinet 
council continued to occupy itself with 
the draft of a reply to the collective 
note of the Powers. 

Later Djemal Bey, the ex-vali of 
Acana and Bagdad, appeared before the 
Porte, accompanied by five officers on 
horseback. A dozen persons suddenly 
issued from a cafe in a side street and 
unfurled a flag. More men appeared 
eround every corner and in a few min- 
vtes 200 had collected. 

“Next appeared Enver Bey, mounted 
on a white horse, accompanied by 
Kiazim Bey, his uncle, both of the gen- 
eral staff, and four or five other offi- 
cers. The crowd cheered him and he 
rode into the Porte, dismounted at the 
steps and entered the hall, accompanied 
y his suite. There he asked to see the 
Grand .Vizier. The doors immediately 
were shut. Memdukh Pasha, the com- 
mandant of Constantinople, stood at the 
door and would let no man enter. 
“Enver, followed by falaat, entered 
the council room. He informed the 
cabinet that the nation would not en- 
dure the loss of Adriancple and the 
ministry must resign. Kiamil Pasha 
wrote out his resignation and handed iit 
tu Enver, who left the Porte, entered 
a motor car and drove to the palace.

Pasha Called Turkey’s Great- 
est Commander. 


Nazim Pasha, War Minister, and gen- 
eralissimo of the Turkish armies, who 
was slain, was a man of great physical 
and mental strength. He was close to 
60) years of age, and was characterized 
as the best commander in chief Turkey 
possessed in recent times.

Nazim took supreme command of the 
forces after Abdullah Pasha suffered 
defeat around Kirk Killisseh and 
Adrianople. He was appointed Minister 
of War in the first Kiamil Cabinet. This 
aroused the opposition of the Committee 
of Union and Progress, and practically 
resulted in the overthrow of the minis- 
try. He then became commander of the 
first army corps and was in command 
of the troops in Constantinople at the 
time of the revolutionary movement 
which dethroned Abdul Hamid. 


Nazim Pasha became Minister of War 
again in 1912, in the Mukhtar Cabinet, 
and continued to hold office when the 
second Kiamil Cabinet was formed in 
October of that year. 


Nazim Pasha was in complete com- 
mand of the troops that checked the ad- 
vance of the Bulgarians, at the Tchatal- 
ja lines. He reached that district in 
time to gather together the scattered 
troops after the battle of Tcherlu, and 
notwithstanding the disorganization of 
the army and the ravages of disease, 
he brought about a spirit of union 
among the discouraged soldiers through 
good generalship. He has been credited 
with having put the Turkish army in 
better condition that it had ever been 
before.

BERLIN, Jan. 4.—The bourse toda 
received :the news from Constantinople 
with something akin to dismay, inas- 
much as operators had been trusting 
implicitly in the conclusion of an early 
peace.

US. STEEL BOUGHT 


TENNESSEE COAL 
DESPITE COREY 


Former President Testifies Gates 
Demanded and Got “Nuisance 
Value”’ for Plant. 


NEW YORK, Jan. %—The Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Co. was taken over by 
the United States Steel Corporation dur- 
ing the panic of 1907, despite the protests 
of the corporation’s president, William 
E. Corey. 

Corey so testified today under cross- 
examination at the hearing of the Gov- 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the corpora- 
tion. He declared he had not concurred 
in the purchase because the price paid 
was too high. This price was the equiv- 
alent of $119 a share. Corey said he did 
not believe the stock was worth more 
than $50 a share. He added that John 
W. Gates and others who controlled T. 
C. and I. had placed a “nuisance value” 
on the property. 

‘Mr. Gates told me that the stock was 
cheap at $250 a share,” Corey testified. 
“Tl invariably replied that he was $200 
too high.” 

Despite all efforts of attorneys for the 
corporation to confuse his testimony, 
Corey persisted in his contention that 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. was 
and would have continued a steel rail 
competitor of the United States Steel 
Corporation if it had not been taken 
over. One reason was because of the 
‘nuisance value.”” He admitted that the 
company could not at that time make 
its open hearth steel rails at a profit, 
but said it soon would have been able 
to reduce its costs. 

“From 1901 down to the time you left 
tne steel corporation in 1910, did the 
competitors of the steel corporation 
grow in extent of output and ability to 
compete?’”” asked Severance, at the 
afternoon session. 

“They grew and flourished 
green bay tree,’’ replied Corey.

LONDON SEES MUCH 
DANGER IN KNOX 
POLICY IN PANAMA 


English Papers Think Secretary’s 
Reply Opens Door for 
Long Bickerings. 


LONDON, Jan. %—Secretary Knox's 
reply to Sir Edward Grey on the ques- 
tion of Panama is found unsatisfactory 
by those evening newspapers which 
commented on it today, 

The Westminster Gazette, generally 
looked upon as the mouthpiece of the 
Government, says: 

“The Knox suggestion leaves the door 
open to @ long series of bickerings, 
which might do much to undermine the 
good relations of the two countries.” 
The Pall Mall Gazette says: 
“Coming from any other country than 
the United States, the tone of Secretary 
Knox's reply would be deeply resented. 
Unless international law overrides muni- 
cipal law, when treaty rights clash with 
it, international law has no existence 
and peaceful intercourse between states 
impossible.”’

Toll Arbitration Needless, 
Knox Tells anne. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. %—Secretary 
Knox's reply to the British protest 
against the exemption of American 
coastwise shipping from Panama Canal 
tolls assures the British Government 
that domestic coastwise trade will not 
be permitted to extend operation into 
foreign competitive fields, and that in- 
creased tolls will not be laid on foreign 
shipping to balance the remission to 
American ships. If Great Britain is not 
satisfied on these points, America pro- 
poses a special commission of adjust- 
ment. 

The decision is devoted to the purpose 
of reducing to the smallest point and 
number the issues upon which the 
two governments failed to agree, and to 
these—only two—it is contended, that 
they are entirely susceptible of adjust- 
ment by diplomatic means and without 
recourse to arbitration. 

If this course should not prove accepr- 
able. to the British Government, it is 
suggested the whole controversy be re- 
ferred to a special committee on inquiry, 
provision for which was made in the un- 
ratified Knox-Bryce general arbitration 
treaty. 


FEDERAL RELIEF FOR 
DIVORCE EVIL URGED 


Illinois State Commission Finds 
That Problem Must Be 


Handled by the Nation. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—The Illinois State 
Commission appointed to investigate 
marriage and divorce laws, submitted 
a report today that only in the Federal 
Government was relief from the chaotic 
condition of the laws to be found. The 
commission consists of Judges Kava- 
naugh and Pem and the Rev. W. i. 
Waters. A portion of the report fo’- 
lows: 

“The divorce problem to be success- 
fully handled must be handled by the 
nation as a whole. That is the only 
way we can do away with the cancer of 
fraudulent divorce. We suggest a Bu- 
reau of Divorce, where every applicant 
for divorce must apply and submit to 
an investigation. In the last 50 years 
divorce has grown three and a half 
times as fast as the population. There 
were 100,000 divorces granted in 1912, and 
there were 150,000 divorce orphans, most- 
ly under 10 years of age.”’ 

Between 1867 and 1906 a total of 120,000 
divorces was granted in Illinois, this 
State heading the Western list.

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MORGAN CAN DO 
NO WRONG, SAYS 
MONEY WITNESS 


Financier’s -Partner Declares 
Faith in Firm’s Deals Made 
Before He Was Born. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu< 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. %—Henry P. 
Davison, partner of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, whose rise in the financial world 
has been phenomenal, testifying before 
the Money Trust Committee, revealed 
that his tendencies are more reactionary 
than those of any of the previous wit- 
nesses. His ideas of finance and theo- 
ries of economy coincide in many ways 
with those of J. Pierpont Morgan and 
George F. Baker. 

Davison reached the climax of hig 
testimony when he told the committee: 

That the concentration of wealth in 
this country has only begun. 

That J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. could 
do no wrong, if the power lay with the 
firm to do right. 

That he was willing to stand abso- 
lutely on everything the firm had ever 
done—even those things that had been 
done 55 years ago, 10 years before he 
was born. 

Opposed to Much Law. 

That laws hinder the activities of men, 
and therefore he is opposed to too 
much law. 

That legislation that would disinte- 
grate the present concentration of 


wealth, made possible by interlocking: 


directorates, would set the country back 
2 years. 

That the decrees of the Supreme Court 
in the dissolution of the trusts are un- 
availing, because it is impossible to 
bring about a real disintegration of 
those properties. 

That no: trust can hold a monopoly 
because monopolies that are not good in 
themselves will go to pieces because 
they are not good. 

That the New York Stock Exchange 
should not be incorporated. 

That the clearing house associations 
are better if left as voluntary associa- 
tions than if forced to incorporate. 

That the stockholdings in nationa! 
banks should not be published. 

That the Congress should not attempt 
to find out the workings of national 
banks. 

That he favors regulated monopoly of 
a certain sort in preference to too much 
competition. 

The attorney for the committee sought 
to show that Davison and several other 
bankers had met daily in the Metro- 
politan Club in New York and discussed 
banking matters. Davison denied abso- 
lutely that any such meetings had ever 
taken place. 

Untermyer took up Davison’s state- 
ment of yesterday that “the concen- 
tration of banking resources in New 
York was sufficient to care for the busi- 
ness of the country at its present de- 
velopment.”’ 

Less Consolidation Now. 

“There is less consolidation in New 
York banking today than there was 10 
years ago,” said Davison, ‘“‘the resources 
of the» New York banks are only 18 
per cent of the resources of the entire 
country. 

‘“‘We are dealing today in larger ulits, 
industrially, commercially and every 
other way. In many instances a corpo- 
ration may want to borrow up to $%,- 
000,000. It is much to that corporation's 
advantage to be able to make that loan 
from a single bank rather than to have 
to go snooping around making loans 
of $500,000 here and there.”’ 

“Don’t you think it would be an ad- 
vantage to have a good many indeéepend- 
ent banks in New York, so that the 
borrower could have some place to go 
shopping around if he had to?” asked 
Untermyer. 

“I think the banks of New York are 
independent,” replied Davison. 


Says No Bank Controls Another. 
Davison added he knew of no bank in 


New York controlled by another bank. 

Davison distinguished between control 
of stock and control of the management 
of banks, and reiterated that a law pre- 
venting “interlocking directors’’. would 
set the country back 2 years. He 
agreed with Untermyer that it might be 
well to cut down the size of boards of 
directors of banks, 

Before resuming the questioning of 
Davison, Untermyer put into the record 
a letter from Jacob H. Schiff t6 amplify 
his recent testimony before the commit- 
tee. The letter read in part: 

“If I had had the opportunity to make 
proper answers to your questions, I 
should not have hesitated to state that 
the multiplication of banks and trust 
companies has heretofore led to an 
over-extension of credit, to over-trading 
and to illegitimate conditions in general, 
and that the financial panic of 1907 and 
other financial depressions that have 
preceded it, have largely been brought 
on by the too great multiplication of 
banks and trust companies.”’

LOOKS OVER SITES

Crosses River After Finding Sev- 
eral Here to Place Before 
Eastern Capitalists.

He was 
accompanied there, as he has been in 
inspecting sites on this side of the river, 
by T. P. Bates, industrial commissioner 
of the Business Men's League. 

De Taube said his visit to East St. 
Louls in .company with Bates was 
made at his own suggestion. 

' Ge said that after Bates had shown 
to him avallable sites in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, and after 
switching and traffic conditions had 
been explained, he asked whether 
East St. Louis would be a feasible 
location. Bates then took him to the 
East Side, where he looked at some 
vacant land. 

Policy of the League. 

Secretary Saunders of the League 
and Commissioner Bates said it was 
the league’s policy to keep posted on 
conditions in the St. Louis industrial 
district, on both sidse of the siver. 
and to show visitors what they wish 
to gee.

FLOUR PROCESS ASSAILED 
BY U. S. IS SUSTAINED 


Pure Food Law Case Remanded 
to Lower Court for New 
Trial. 


Bleaching flour by a patented process 
is held not to be a violation of the 
Government pure food and drugs act, 
in a decision handed down Thursday by 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at St. Louis. The opinion re- 
verses the finding of the lower court 
and remands the case for a new trial. 
The test case resulted from the seizure 
of a shipment of bleached flour from the 
Lexington Mill and Elevator Co. of 
Lexington, Neb., to B. O. Terry at Cas- 
tle, Mo. The flour had been bleached by 
the Alsop process, and attorneys for the 
Government contended that a nitrite was 
formed in the process of bleaching 
which was in jurious to health. 
Attorneys for the milling company ad- 
mitted the formation of nitrite, but de- 
clared that it would be necessary for a 
person to eat 15,000 loaves of bread be- 
fore a harmful dose of nitrite would be 
consumed. 

The Court refused to sustain the con- 
tention of the prosecution that the char- 
acter of the substance, and not the 
quantity used, must determine whether 
the law is violated. The opinion of the 
Court stated that the prosecution must 
prove the harmful effects of the foreign 
substance before a violation of the food 
act is sustained. 

The Alsop process is one in which 
electropodes are used to produce minia- 
ture lightning flashes in a current of air 
through which the newly milled flour 
passes. The process, whitens and ages 
the flour in less than a minute. By the 
old methods several weeks were neces- 
sary to age and bleach the flour.

In New York City, according to the 
Postmaster-General, these stamp brok- 
ere have done an annual business of 
$1,500,000 in the. purchase and sale of 

_gtolen stamps, while illegal trafficking 
in stamps in Boston, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, Pittsburg, Chicago, Indianapolis, , 
St. Louis, Minneapolis, Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Kansas City, Denver, San 
Francisco, Seattle, Portland, Ore., and 
many other cities has reached large 
proportions.

20. brokers, who get most of the stamps 
from dishonest employes of* business 
houses, but obtain some’ from: yeggmen 
‘who rob postoffices.’» The . inspectors 
rave found one case where a New, York 
broker who sells from $300 to $1000 worth 
of stamps a day to merchants has been 
purchasing some -of. them from an em- 
ricye of the State*’House at Albany.

‘POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Jan. 2%4—In a char- 
acteristic speech before the House 
Committee on -Railrodds, Col. . William 
H Phelps, once king of the railroad 
lobby, but now the reform member from 
Jasper County, declared the way Mis- 
souri taxes the railroads is a joke and 
umall property owners in St. Louis and 
elsewhere are the victims. 

“Tl asked a member of the State Board 
of Equalization,” he said, ‘how they as- 
sessed railroads. I imagine it would 
shock the people a good deal if they 
really knew how it was done. 

“The member of the board to whom I 
refer told me they didn’t have time to 
find out just what taxes the railroads 
ought to pay. : 

* *So,’ he added, ‘we just take their 
fig:res and increase them for good 
measure and let it go at that.’ And 
that is exactly the way they are taxed. 

“The Democratic and Republican 
parties are pledged to give the people 
a real public service commission. Let’s 
keer faith with the people. You can't 
fool them with ‘joker’ bills, such as the 
one before us, any more. Don't put 
authority into a commission that has 
no powers. Give the people a commis- 
sion with power to make a physical val- 
uation of the railroads, so they must 
pay their fair share of taxes; to inquire 
into their stock and bond issues,: so 
that the people will not have to pay 
high freight and passenger rates, to 
the end that these companies may pay 
dividends upon fictitious valuations.”

Presumably the House of Delegates is tired 
of using the Board of Freeholders’ bill as a foot- 
ball and will pass it. To assume that it will re- 
ject it does injustice to the judgment of that body. 

But while the Delegates’ attitude remains inde- 
cisive, effort to pass the bill must continue to 
absorb energies that might better be devoted to 
the practical problems of charter-making. The 
delays seem to be due, not to serious differences 
over the main proposition, but to differences over 
amendments and minor details which, while de- 
sirable perhaps, are not indispensable to the 
choice of a satisfactory Board of Freeholders and 
the framing of a charter that will command the 


community’s approval. 


Limitations that restrict municipal participation 
in public utilities and hamper the city generally 
in dealing with public service problems would 
alone justify a determined movement for charter 
revision. But this is only one of many points in 
respect to which the present charter can be im- 
proved for bringing the city government nearer 
the people, checking waste, bettering the quality 
of administration and promoting St. Louis prog- 
ress. The first stage to revision, passage of the 
Freeholders’ bill, should not be marked By ir- 
resolution and hesitancy. 

Prompt, intelligent, business-like cction on pro- 
gressive legislation during the first half of the 
present municipal year won grateful recognition 
for both Council and House. The dilatory history 
of the Freeholders’ bill is in consequence the more 
disappointing to the public. It should be passed 
tonight. 
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Dr. Alfred Russell Wallace must be staggering 
under the condemnation heaped on him for say- 
ing the world is not improving, when what he 
really did was to say in a new way that human 
nature is just about the same as it was 7000 
years ago. 
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TWO PROGRESSIVE SENATORS. 

In his speech of acceptance Senator Kenyon of 
lowa pledges himself to do all in his power to 
aid the Wilson administration, “not from a parti- 
san standpoint, but when the measures advocated 
by the Democratic President would produce the 
greatest good for the greatest number.” He 
piedges himself to vote for “human rights, moral 
lews and decency in politics and legislation,” and 
in particular to support good measures in be- 
half of labor. oe 

This is the most significant utterance since the 
election. It strengthens the hands of the pro- 
gressive Democrats in the Senate who are diplo- 
matically trying to reorganize the Senate on a 
sound Demo-rctic basis without offending the 
elder statesmen. 

The election of Representative Norris of Ne- 
braska to the Senate on the Oregon plan adds 
another thoroughgoing Republican to the ranks 
of the Senators who will not compromise with 
stand-patism. 

The progressive Democratic Senators may yet 
feel free to dynamite the senatorial courtesy bul- 
warks of the stand-patters. 
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The Dickens Fellowship Club, which has dis- 
covered unsuspected debts to the amount of $1000, 
must be composed of more Micawbers than Uncle 
Nicklebys. 
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A DEADLOCK SOLUTION. 

Because of a deadlock over the election of a 
Speaker in the Illinois Legislature, which has 
lasted 15 days, the Governor chosen last Novem- 
ber has been unable to take office, the choice of 
a United States Senator has been deferred and 
the consideration and enactment of needed laws 
has been postponed. None of the duties of a 
Legislature can be performed until a Speaker is 
selected. 

This is a situation not uncommon year after 
yearn different parts of the country and it is 
obviously an unnecessary and unfair one. It is 
a situation quite likely to become even more 
common in the fiture, since the outlook ‘favors 
the existence in one form or another of three 
or more political parties with the consequent 
probability of no one of them having a clear 
majority in a Legislature. 

France has solved the problem of abolishing 
the deadlock by a very simple expedient. In the 
election of a President by the National House 
of Assembly, if no choice is made on the first 
two ballots the candidate receiving the highest 
number of votes on the third ballot—majority 
or no majority—is declared elected. A somewhat 
similar rule, but not so restrictive in the num- 
ber of ballots, might profitably be the rule in 
State Legislatures—and even in Municipal As- 
sem blies. 
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When contraband opium and other drugs are

Much is being said about home rule. What 
means home rule? It means liberty. To prevent 
interference with the individual conscience, the 
builders of the United States Constitution were 
careful to avoid the mention of God, Sunday or 
religion in the document. The only mention made 
of religion is that article which guarantees ab- 
solute religious freedom to every person, living 
under the shadow of the folds of the Star Span- 
gied Banner, and the delegates to that convention 
were all God-fearing men. 

Three years ago I attended what was known 
as a “Uniform Legislation Conference” in. Wash- 
ington, D. C. It developed at that conference 
that no two states agreed on legislation, in- 
volving: the most vital interests of the entire citi- 
zenship, but it also developed that all the 46 
states then in the Union had uniform legislation 
on how the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, should be observed. 

I asked how it happened that uniform. legisla- 
tion could be had on @ purely religious question, 
or I might say dogma that was absolutely uncon- 
stitutional. I was informed by all the eminent 
lawyers present that such legislation was a “po- 
lice regulation.” I wanted to know if a police reg- 
ulation on Sunday, why not on Monday, and every 
other day of the week? This question remains un- 
answered to this day. This is the kernel in the 
nut of “home rule.” 

Every State Constitution must conform to that 
of the United States. The Constitution of the 
United States emphatically prohibits legislation 
curtailing individual or collective religious liberty. 
Legislation declaring an act done on six days of 
the week legal, and illegal on Sunday is contrary 
to the Constitution, in spite of all the’ sophistry 
of judges and lawyers. The only reason for the 
unifermity of such legislation is that a majority 
of the legislators believe in compelling the ob- 
servance of the so-called Christian Sabbath, re- 
gardless of the provision of the Constitution 
fuaranteeing religious freedom. It is the power 
of might, not right. 

If the transaction of business, prohibited by this 
uniform legislation of all the states is illegal on 
one day in the week, guch igs illegal on all days, 
and ought to be entirely abolished. But if allowed 
any one day of the week, such business, under the 
Censtitution is legal on all days of the week. 

Man’s physical needs are the same on Sunday as 
on any other day. By what right, under the Con- 
stitution, do legislators presume to say that on 
one particular day of the week any person shall 
be deprived of the opportunity of supplying his 
needs? The worst of it is, that this kind of legis- 
lation always bears hardest on the fellow at the 
bottom of the social pedestal. The rich man, the 
man in moderate circumstances is not incon- 
venienced by such sumptuary legislation. Such 
can stock their cellars, sideboards and iceboxes, 


ford cellars, sideboards and well replenished ice- 
boxes, but whose cravings are the same as his 
more fortunate fellow man, what is he to do? 
Answer—He is better off without it. So is the 
more fortunate, but he, (the more fortunate) does 
not do without it. The law says all shall do with- 
out. Law, if it means anything, means equity. Is 
such a system equity? Certainly not, and if not, 
It is not just, and what {fs not just should not be 
considered law. 

Throw hypocrisy aside, and be honest. Home 
rule for St. Louls meang liberty to allow the citizen 
to satisfy his physical and mental needs on every 
day of the week, without interfering with the law- 
ful rights and privileges of his neighbors, which 
include the right to worship on any day, at any 
time, before any shrine, in any way that suits his 
conscience, or not if he so wills. 

I do not wish to be understooc as opposed to one 
day of rest in seven, but this day of rest must be 
regulated to meet the needs of the people. It can- 
not be one set day for all, because of the fact that 
on every day human necessity requires the applica- 
tion of labor. It ought to be, and can be so sys- 
tematized that everyone, who works will have 
one day’s rest in seven without violating the Con- 
stitution of the United States.

OMATO BISQUE SOUP—Put one- 

half can of tomatoes (quart ca- 
pacity) into a saucepan, and add one- 
half onion, peeled and sliced, four cloves, 
eight peppercorns, one sprig of ‘parsley, 
one stalk of celery, cut in small pieces, 
and a bit of bay-leaf. Bring to the 
boiling point, and let simmer 20 min- 
utes; then rub through a sieve. Add 
one teaspoonful of sugar, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, and one-third teaspoonful of 
soda. Melt three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, add three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
and stir until well blended; then pour 
on gradually, while stirring constantly, 
the hot mixture. Bring to the boiling 
point, and add one quart of scalded 
milk. Servo immediately. If used for 
@ ladies’ luncheon, serve with croutons, 
in bouillon cups, with a spoonful of 
whipped cream on each portion. For 
the croutons, cut stale bread in one- 
third inch slices and remove crusts. 
Spread sparingly with butter, cut in 
one-third inch strips, and strips in cubes. 
Put in a pan, and bake in a moderate 
oven until delicately browned. 


OMATO FRITTERS—Cook one 

can of tomatoes, six cloves, one- 
third cupful of sugar, and three slices 
of onion 20 minutes. Rub all through 
a sieve (except seeds) and season with 
one teaspoonful of salt and a few grains 
of cayenne. Melt one-fourth cupful of 
butter, add one-half cupful of corn- 
starch, and stir until well blended; then 
pour on gradually, while stirring con- 
stantly, the hot tomato mixture. Bring 
to the boiling point and let simmer two 
minutes; then add one egg slightly beat- 
en. Turn into a buttered shallow pan, 
spread evenly and cool. Turn on a 
board and cut in squares, diamonds or 
strips. Roll in crumbs, egg, and crumbs, 
fry in deep fat and drain on brown pa- 
per. Serve with cold sliced roast lamb 
of beef. 


OLDED TOMATO AND CELERY 
SALAD—Put one can of toma- 
toes in a stewpan and add one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of salt and one tea- 
spoonful of powdered sugar. Bring to 
the boiling point, and let simmer 12 min- 
utes; then force through a strainer. Add 
two-thirds box of granulated gelatin 
which has soaked 15 minutes in one-half 
cupful of cold water. Wash and scrape 
celery stalks and cut in very thin slices 
crosswise; there should be one-half cup- 
ful. Add to tomato mixture and turn 
into individual molds first dipped in cold 
water. Chill thoroughly and remove 
from molds to nests of lettuce leaves. 
Garnish top of each with a two-inch 
piece of curled celery. Serve with may- 
onnaise or cream ‘salad dressing. ’ 


ICHMOND CORN CAKES — To 
three-fourths cupful of canned 
corn add one-half cupful of milk, one- 
half tablespoonful of sugar and two 
©gg8 well beaten. Mix and sift seven- 
eighths cupful of flour (pastry, once 
sifted) with one tablespoonful of baking 
powder and one-half teaspoonful of salt. 
Combine mixtures and drop by table- 
spoonfuls in buttered muffin rings set 
in a buttered pan. Bake in a moderate 
oven. These are very good with roast 
beef.—Woman’s Home Companion.

Like the appendix, the gall-sac seems 
to have but one function—to support 
hospitals. Both are vestigial remains 
of structures undoubtedly useful in the 
dim past when eur ancestors lived on 
cccoanuts, but now that we eat what 
sops are thrown at us by the Beef

The open season for gallstones comes 
between five and ten years after your 
attack of typhoid. Gathering the crop 
constitutes one of the most profitable 
pastimes of modern surgery, there be- 
ing now a considerable perenial yield 
which formerly masqueraded under the 
disguise of. “‘stomach trouble,” “acute 
indigention,” and “liver complaint.” 


ALLSTONES are most commonly 
found in the fourth detade of 
life. There is a sort of composite bio- 
graphy which covers our three score 
years pretty thoroughly, marking with 
@ milestone each decade: 
Rhinestone, jackstone, 
—teeth; 
Soltaire, gallstone, tombdstone—wreath. 

Those of us who dodder along past 
the three score allotment may finally 
reach a digestive tablet erected in the 
memory of a good liver. 

Let us go up to the disseting room 
and get some inside information re- 
garding the intricate drainage system 
of the much-maligned liver. This well- 
preserved subject here on the right is 
not jaundiced as you might imagine at 
first sight. Note the whites of his eyes 
—no yellow there. He was an Indian 
by birth, a good Indiam evidently. 

We make a bold incision here just be- 
low the border of the right ribs, and 
there you see the gall sac, which looks 
perfectly normal, since the subject is 
dead. Observe that it contains about an 
ounce of greenish-yellow, bile, perfectly 
norma] bile. This little duct, you see, 
conveys the bile from the gall sac into 
the larger duct below, which carries 
it on to the alimentary canal. The larger 
duct carries bile also directly from the 
liver itself, so that complete removal! of 
the gall sac reservoir or storage tank 
does not appreciably alter the function 
of the liver at all. Note how near to 
the lower end of the stomach the gall 
duct empties the bile into the intestine. 

You may readily see how unusual 
pressure on the gall sac would force bile 
into the stomach, and if the individual 
were sick from any cause whatever the

HESE ducts are so small and so del- 
icate that they admit the slender- 
est probe only with difficulty.

You see, we’re bound to ring in the 
germs. But there’s no doubt about 
germs having a hand in the making of 
gallstones, and there is good reason tu 
believe that stones would not form were 
there no germs present in the gall-sac 


to begin with. Living typhoid germs 
have been found in the center of gall- 
stones 12 years after the patient's at- 
tack of typhoid fever. Typhoid is in- 
deed a notorious precursor of galistone 
disease. The germs irritate the lining 
of the gall-sac and stimulate an in- 
creased secretion of mucus therefrom; 
a clump of germs entangled in this mu- 
cus furnishes the nidus about which 
the crystalline salts from the bile are 
deposited in concentric layers until a 
stone is formed. There may be hun- 
dreds of sand-like grains -or dozens of 
marble-sized stones or one large mass 
like a horse chestnut. Of course these 
larger stones are there to remain until 
removed by the surgeon. 

But under the closest surgical scru- 
tiny a goodly number of persons pass 
safely through this vale of tears with a 
fine collection of uncut stones which 
never once cause a twinge of pain, The 
only sign may be an occasional attack 
of “dyspepsia.””

Mrs. Edison and her daughter, Made-

GYROS-COMPASS TO SAVE 
COAL AND AID HANDLING 
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U. 8. Battleship Tests Show In- 
vention Will Prove of Great 


Naval Utility. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Battle- 
ship tests with the new “gyroscopic” 
or “battle” compass, have demon- 
strated that it not only is a vast 
improvement over the compass as 
usually mounted, but that it will pay 
for its cost within two years in the 
amount of coal saved. 

This saving would be accomplished 
because a steady course can be main- 
tained by the use of the new com- 
pass and therefore speed could be 
reduced. 

“The gyros-compass is not yet 
wholly . satisfactory, mechanioally,”’ 
the report confesses, “but when the 
remaining defects have been cor. 
rected its installation will result in 
greater coal economy and in more 
satisfactory handling of ships.” 

The last named advantage, the re- 
port concludes, would be especially 
gained when warships were steam- 
ing in squadron or were engaged in 
formations or evolutions.

A Chance to Cheat. 

“Again, when he blows his whistle, he 
frequently turns away with his back to 
the ball, and I have frequently heard 
players of opposing sides ask each other 
which was the offender and what was 
the cause of the penalty. While his 





back is turned the ball may be shifted 
for all McSweeney knows. 

“Had McSweeney beer on top of the 
play Sunday and blown his whistle when 
Brannigan used his hands on the goal- 
keeper, there would have been no fight 
and no trouble. The game would have 
been finished and the league Kept in- 
tact. 


“McSweeney, too, doesn’t call fouls 
with the same severity exercised by 
Eastern officials. Not being on top of 
plays, the contestants find opportunities 
to use their hands and commit other 
fouls which escape him. Then, too, he 
permits roughness that would not be 
tolerated for a moment in the East.”’ 

“For that reason visiting teams have 
been handicapped, fearing to take liber- 
ties indulged in by home players.” 


Eastern Teams Better. 

Kettles, who is now working for Charley 
Barrett in the sporting goods department 
of a big downtown dry goods store, was 
asked which he thought was the better 
eleven, the St. Leos or the West Hudsons.
